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MINNESOTA’S VENICE 


By DONALD HOUGH 


T h * 
rom antic 
ami 
picturesque 
Venice has for centuile* 
captured 
the 
im agination 
of 
the 
civilised 
world. 
The graceful gondolas, th ei 
colorful 
architecture, 
the treasures 
of art have contributed no more to 
the lure of this waterway city than 
hag, the ab stract idea of a city whose 
streets are canals; 
whoso 
vehicles 
are boa is. 


In much the Fame way has the Su­ 
perior National Forest, In 
N orth­ 
eastern Minnesota, and the Quetico 
provincial forest, Ontario, which ad­ 
joins it on the north, gained nation­ 
wide recognition as the Venice of 
America, its streets arc long, crook­ 
ed lakes, narrow connecting ch an ­ 
nels, and rivers; its houses are the 
peaked spruce forests and the serried 
ranks of pine that border the w ater­ 
ways; Its gondolas arc the graceful 
adaptations of the canoe of the In ­ 
dian; its Inhabitants are moos. 
and 
deer, bear,* and a myriad of sm aller 
animals. 


It is particularly fliting that this 
should he called the Venu e of Am er­ 
ica. 
For Is it not symbolic of the 
two civilizations that the one should 
he an ancient and colorful city, and 
the other a rugged forest, reflecting 
a pine tossed skyline in 
unfouled 
waters 
It is a m atter of Interest that this 
vast waterway labyrinth, com prising 
nearly three million acres, Is tra v ­ 
ersable only by canoe; that the ad­ 
m inistration of the U. 8. Forest Ser­ 
vice, and of the Canadian Forest S er­ 
vice in the Quetico park region ad­ 
joining it on the north, are based on 
the use of the canoe as the standard 
of transportation. 
In three place*, 
fingers of civilization point at the 
F o rest, but from the ends of these, 
the canoes must be 
brought 
into 
play by the traveller, whether 
he 
wants to cruise aimlessly through 
the woods, or to travel across the 


region. 
It is not a low or swampy region, 
as so many well watered d istricts 
are. 
The terrain 
is mostly solid 
rock. 
The shores of the lakes are 
often long ledges of rock which slip 
smoothly into the w ater; the thous­ 
and* of islands which dot them art 
usually just 
big boulders, 
covered 
with mosses and pine trees. 
The 
w ater Is clear and cold, and the lakes 
are deep and full of fish, principally 
lake trout, pike, pickerel and black 
buss. 
The surrounding forests are, 
in the northern part of the forest, 
immense stands of virgin 
Norw’ay 
pine, while in the southern part the 
woods, beautiful in their gradations 
of gre*‘n. are composed 
of 
mixed 
varieties: spruce, jpckpine and b al­ 
sam ; aspen and birch. 
The region is one 
of 
the 
last 
stands of the moose in the Unit 
States, and the habitat of thousands 
of deer. 
Here the black bear lives; 
and the beaver, the most Interesting 
anim al 
of 
the 
woods, 
is 
found 
throughout with his dams and his 
queer houses, his feats of engineer­ 
ing and lumbering. 
The U. S. forest service guards the 
region against fire by means of look­ 
out 
stations 
situated 
at 
various 
points throughout the forest. 
These 
are connected to headquarters at Ely, 
Minnesota, by lone telephone wires, 
running from tree to tree through 
tffe woods. 
Near each tower is 
n 
cabin, called a ganger station. 
Here 
lives the lookout, who spends much 
of his time on his tower, w atching 
for smoke. 
When fire is discovered, 
the location is given to headquarters, 
and us Boon as possible a fleet 
of 
canoes, the fire department 
of the 
north, with full fire-fighting equip­ 
ment. hurries to the scene. 
These 
lookout men. and the rangers of the 
forest 
service, lead 
rom antic lives, 
sequestered, as they are, many miles 
from the nearest town. 
Their cab­ 
ins are in most cases reached only 
by canoe — sometimes by several 
days journey across the lakes, down 
the rivers, and over the portages. 
The canoes not only of the forest 
service, but of the tourist, traverses 
the forest each summer, for this is 
not only a large and important forest 
preserve, but is the principal recrea­ 
tion ground of the middle west, and 
, 
the last bit of wilderness between 
Maine" and the Rocky Mountains. 
Thousands of canoeists visit the 
forest annually. 
Last 
year 
they 
came from thirty-one states and four 
foreign countries to see this Venice 
of M innesota— a land of canoes, in a 
land of Ten Thousand Lakes.

MINNESOTA’S VENICE

'H ip 
romantic 
ami 
picturesque 
Venice has for centuries 
captured 
the 
imagination 
of 
the 
civilized 
world. 
The graceful gondolas, thet 
colorful architecture, the treasure* 
of art have contributed no mere to 
the lure of this waterway city than 
has, the abstract idea of a city whose 
streets are canals; 
whose vehicles 
are boats. 
In much the entne way has the Sni­ 
per ior National Forest, in 
N orth­ 
eastern Minnesota, and the Quetico 
provincial forest, Ontario, which ad­ 
joins it on the north, gained nation­ 
wide recognition as the Venice of 
America. Its streets are long. crook­ 
ed lakes, narrow connecting chan­ 
nels, and rivers; its houses are the 
peaked spruce forests and the serried 
ranks of pine that border the w ater­ 
ways; its gondolas are the graceful 
adaptations of the canoe of the In­ 
dian; its inhabitants are moose and 
deer, bear,* and a myriad of smaller 
animals. 
It is particularly fitting that this 
should be called the Venice of Amer­ 
ica. 
For is it not symbolic of tin 
two civilizations that the one should 
be an ancient and colorful city, and 
the other a rugged forest, reflecting 
a pine tossed skyline in 
unfouled 
waters 
It is a m atter of Interest th a t this 
vast waterway labyrinth, comprising 
nearly three million acres, is trav­ 
ersable only by canoe; that the ad­ 
m inistration of the U. S. Forest Ser­ 
vice, and of the Canadian Forest Ser­ 
vice in the Quetico park region ad­ 
joining it on the north, are based on 
the use of the canoe as the standard 
of transportation. 
In three places, 
fingers of civilization point at the 
Forest, but from the ends of these, 
the canoes must be 
brought 
into 
play by the traveller, w hether 
he 
w ants to cruise aimlessly through 
the woods, or to travel across the 
region. 
It is not a low or swampy region. 
as so many well watered districts 
.ore. 
The terrain is mostly solid 
rock. 
Tile shores of the lakes are 
often long ledges of rock which slip 
smoothly into the water; the thous­ 
ands of islands which dot them are 
usually just big boulders, 
covered 
with mosses and pine trees. 
The 
w ater is clear and cold, and the lakes 
are deep and full of fish, principally 
lake trout, pike, pickerel and black 
bass. 
The surrounding forests are, 
In the northern part of the forest, 
immense stands of virgin 
Norway 
pine, while in the southern part the 
woods, beautiful in their gradations 
of green, are composed 
of 
mixed 
varieties: spruce, jackpine and bal­ 
sam; aspen and birch. 
The region is one 
of 
the 
last 
stands of the moose in the United 
States, and the habitat of thousands 
of deer. 
Here the black hear lives; 
and the beaver, the most interesting 
animal 
of 
the 
woods, 
is 
found 
throughout with his dams and his 
queer houses, his feats of engineer­ 
ing and lumbering. 
The U. S. forest service guards the 
region against fire by means of look­ 
out 
stations 
situated 
at 
various 
points throughout the forest. 
These 
are connected to headquarters at Ely, 
Minnesota, by lone telephone wires, 
running from tree to tree through 
tlfe woods. 
Near each tower is 
a 
cabin, called a ranger station. 
Here 
lives the lookout, who spends much 
of his time on his tower, w atching 
for smoke. 
When fire is discovered, 
the location is given to headquarters, 
and as soon as possible a fleet of 
canoes, the fire department of the 
north, with full fire-lighting equip­ 
ment, hurries to the scene. 
These 
lookout men, and the rangers of the 
forest service, lead romantic lives, 
sequestered, as they are, many miles 
from the nearest town. 
Their cab­ 
ins are in most cases reached only 
by canoe — sometimes by several 
days journey across the lakes, down 
the rivers, and over the portages. 
The canoes not only of the forest 
service, but of the tourist, traverses 
the forest each summer, for this is 
not only a large and im portant forest 
preserve, but is the principal recrea­ 
tion ground of the middle west, and 
the last bit of wilderness between 
Maine and the Rocky Mountains. 
Thousands of canoeists visit the 
forest annually. 
Last 
year 
they 
came from thirty-one states and four 
foreign countries to see this Venice 
of Minnesota— a land of canoes, in a 
land of Ten Thousand Lakes.

Now York, May fi.- Luck, as is represented iii I he breaks of the game, 
has always been a b i g factor in baseball, m i x ! fate once decided a pennant 
race in 1920. but it is seldom that fate ever took two twists as strange am 
unusual us it did early this season. 
Jack Hendricks and Johnny Evers are back at the wheel of two major 
league ball clubs, because late took the deal and gave them a hand after the 
cards had been running bad for years. 
Hendricks once managed the St. Louis Cardinals for a season and he 
would have to have the help of the angels to do something with the team in 
one season. 
He failed, and was sent to the minor leagues. 
He made good in the* minors, but after a long career with the owners of 
the Indianapolis club he was forced to resign because the policies of a youth 
did not agree with those of a manager who had been through every mill In 
the game. 
Hendricks tried to land many jobs, and failed. 
When it seemed that lie 
was out of baseball, his friend. Pat* Moran, offered him a job as coach and 
assistant manager of the Reds. 
Perhaps Pat Moran remembered the time when he bad been canned from 
the management of the* Philadelphia Nationals after lie had won a pennant 
for them. He was out of a job when a good friend, John McGraw, offered him 
a place as coach with the Giants. 
It might have been that Pat knew he w asn’t long for the world and he 
wanted Jack Hendricks to be in a position to get a good break. 
Perhaps he 
remembered that McGraw had released him from a contract so that he could 
take the management of the Cincinnati Reds and thereby take a pennant right 
out from under the nose of his benefactor. 
Regardless of the reasons, Hendricks was given a Job with the Reds aud 
when Moran died, suddenly, Hendricks was appointed to his place, 
lf Moran 
had willed his job to anyone when he passed away, Hendricks woiild have 
been the beneficiary.

The tough breaks that Hendricks had before fate tossed him a hand were 
not to compare with the trials that Johnny Evers bad all through his career. 
Evers had his career cut short as a star player when he sustained a 
broken leg, and he was forced to get into the managerial end of the game. 
He was released from the management of the Chicago Cubs, although he had 
been anything but a failure, and he was out of a job. 
He had a prosperous business in Troy, N. Y., when 
an economic slump 
hit him, and he failed, losing everything. 
The Pat Moran strain in the workings of fate then crossed his career. 
When Moran was winning the 1919 pennant and Evers was out of a Job, lie 
found a place l’of Johnny as a scout to follow the White Hex. 
Johnny trailed 
them around the circuit for a month and when the world’s series came lie 
sat In council with Moran all during the series. 
Kid Gleason later offered Evers a job as coach with the White Sox. 
Ile 
served in that capacity for some time, until be was approached with an 
offer to accept an appointment as a deputy boxing commissioner in New 
York. 
Evers resigned bis job with the Sox and the appointment to the box­ 
ing commission never came 
He was again out of a job. 
When Frank Chance was appointed manager of the White Sox, after hav­ 
ing been released from the management of the Boston Red Sox, he offered 
a job to the pivot man of that immortal Cub combination. Tinker to Evers 
to Chanco, and Johnny accepted tin' position as his assistant. 
Chance suddenly was stricken ill. 
He was unable to take tin* White Sox 
squad to the southern training camp, and Eyers was asked by the club ow n­ 
ers to take the team to camp and bring it hack in shape. 
It was expected that Chance would have been recovered suthciently to 
take over the club for the opening of tin' season, but he suffered a relapse and 
lie was ordered back to California. 
Evers was then named as manager to succeed ins old friend and former 
manager, and Chance is not to make the 1924 pennant race as the leader of 
the Sox.

Gen. Lewis Cass of Michigan was an 
explorer us well as uu eminent soldier 
and statesman. 
He organized an ex­ 
pedition at Detroit and led It up tile 
Detroit river and through the lakes to 
the Mississippi in the spring and sum­ 
mer of 1820 for the purpose of explor­ 
ing the river to Its ultimate source. 
General Cass reached the Mississippi 
too late in the season to penetrate its 
source aud his expedition rested in the 
lake In Minnesota, which now bears 
bls name. Having several men of scien­ 
tific attainments, the expedition was 
distinguished by its attention to the 
peculiar characteristics of the Indian 
tribes and the botany, mineralogy and 
meteorology of the regions traversed. 
Cass lake Is-a fine body of transpar­ 
ent water about 18 miles in length.—
